INCREASE IS FAVORED 

. IN AD VALOREM TAX 


If Legislature Acts Fa- 
vorably, Council Will 
Have Right to Fix a 
Maximum Rate of $1.50. 


With but a lone member offer- 
ing opposition and with but three 
audible votes against it, the meas- 
ure to abolish the police, park, 
health and water boards, was 
adopted by city council Monday 
afternoon, and the legislature, 
which meets in June,,will be re- 
quested to enact the necessary 
charter amendment. 

uncil unanimously approved a 
Proposed charter amendment ‘re- 
questing the general assembly to 
increase the city’s maximum ad 
valorem tax rate from $1:25 on the 
$100 to $1.50. 

Fix Rate Each Year. 

Provided the legislature passes 
these two amendments, the maxi- 
mum tax rate in Atlanta will be 
$1.50 in the future, instead of $1.25. 
This does not mean that the rate 
will’ be $1.50-€ach year, however, be- 
cause the city’s financial condition 
might permit a reduction from the 
maximum. As one councilman point- 
ed out Monday night, it is not ever 
certain that it will be $1.50 this 
year, for if the legislature approves, 
council at its next meeting will 
pass on the rate, and it might not 
be necessary to put it at the maxi- 
mum, although it will have to be 


higher than the $1.25 at present. The 


boards go out of existence at once 
with the passage of the amendment 
in the legislature. Any action by 
council, it is pointed out, would be 
a mere formality. ‘ 
The four boards that fell under 
the councilmanic ax Monday are 
charter boards, The board of trus- 
tees of Grady hospital, the board 
of electrical control and the ceme- 
tery commission, created by -city 
ordinance, have already been cut 
off and their functions placed un- 
der the contro] of council commit- 
tees. In the case of the charter 
boards the same thing will be 
done, if the charter amendment is 
successful. ° 
Fights for Water Board. 
Councilman J. R.«Nutting asked 


council to save the water board. 
His was the only voice raised in 
debate on the measure. Councilman 
Alvin Kichards offered an amend- 
ment making abolition of the four 
boards effective when the legisla- 
ture shall have passed the act fa- 
vorably, instead of ending them on 
January 1, 1922. Mr. Nutting op- 
posed it, but it was adopted over- 
whelmingly. 

The fight on the board system 
was launcehd by Councilman Ir 
Cc. Woodall and Councilman C. Ek. 
Buchanan, on the ground thaé the 
body which is called on to appro- 
priate money for operation and 
maintenance of the municipal de- 
partments ought to have more in- 
timate contact with them. Elimina- 
tion of waste and lost motion ina 
large degree, would be the _ result 
they declared. 

Key Expected to Approve. 

All charter boards were included 
in the original resolution. It was 
overwhelmingly carried in council, 
but was vetoed by the mayor, who 
requested that council be specific 
in naming the boards {it wished to 
abolish. Then the authors introduc- 
ed the measure that was adopted 
Monday. The mayor is expected to 
approve it 

His approval of the request to 
raise the ad valorem tax rate is 
certain, since he has advocated it 
as the only solution of the present 
deplorable state of Atlanta's fi- 
nances. 


Unlimited Parking Tabled. 


City council tabled a resolution 
Monday afternoon to permit unlim- 
ited parking on Marietta street, and 
adopted an amendment to the traf- 
fic ordinance allowing vehicles to 
park head-on instead of parallel 
with the curb in the street. 

By unanimous vote, council 
adopted a favorable report of the 
charter revision committee request- 
ing a charter amendment authoriz-- 
ing the city to enlarge its borrow- 
ing power from its present limit of 
$720,000 to $1,000,000. ' 

An adverse report of the commit- 
tee turning down the proposal to 
elect nine department heads by 
council, instead of by the people, 
was adopted. 

Landers Is Re-Elected. 

J. N. Landers was unan!mously 
re-elected city purchasing agent, 
and E.L Parham was elected as a 
member of the board of trustees of 
Carnegie library. 

Council adopted a resolution in- 
troduced by the ordinance commit- 
tee givingthe city recorder the 
privilege to nominate a clerk of 
of the recorder’s court to succeed 
Gordon N. Hurtel, who died two 
weeks ago. The election of a clerk 
was deferred until the next meet- 


ing. 
The North Boulevard Park Civic 
league presented to council a peti- 
tion requesting that the citys cor- 
porate limits be extended to include 
a section adjoining North Boulevard 
park. The paper was referred to 
the charter revision committe. 
West Peachtree Petition. 


A petition by citizens and proper- 
ty owners on West Peachtree street 
requesting city council to appro- 
priate part of the expense of widen- 
ing the thoroughfare between Ba- 
kerand Tenth streets, was referred 
to the street committee Monday aft- 
ernoon. The petition was presented 
by Frank P. Rice, chairman of a 
special committee appointed to take 
up the matter with the city and 
with the county. 

The tota! frontage to be affected 
by the widening is said to be about 
10,000 lineal feet, and the whole 
project, including extension of the 
white way from North avenue, its 
present terminus, is estimated, 
will cost approximately $125,000. 

Amajority of the property owners 
havealready signed deeds convey- 
ing the necessary property to the 
city on conditon that it construct 
the widened street.

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PACIFIG PORTS. HIT 
HARDEST IN STRIKE 


Atlantic and Gulf Points 
Suffer Lightly—496 
Ships Sail, Against 142 
Held Up at Docks. 


Washington, May 16.—Official re- 
perts to the department of com- 
merce show that during the first 
two weeks of the shipping strike, 
from May 1 to May 15, inclusive, 
496 American vessels sailed from At- 
lantic, gulf and Pacific pérts, as 
against 142 held in port through 
lack of crews. 

A table made public today by Sec- 
retary Hoover shows the number 
of vessels held at each port, and the 
number sailing during the two 
weeks as follolws: 

Portland, Maine, 2, against 0; 
Boston 1, against 6; New York, ;5, 
against 120; Philadelphia 15, against 
10; Baltimore 22, against 13; Norfolk 
10, against 22; Williamson, N. C.,, 
0 against 0; Charleston 2, against 6; 
Savannah 0, against 13; Tampa 2, 
against 41; Mobile 1, against 5; 
New Orleans 11, against 33; Galves- 
ton 2, against 17; Los Angeles 14, 
against 60; San Francisco 55, against 
43; Portland, Ore., 1, against 10; 
Seattle 9, against 17. 

Thistable shows that the Pacific 
coast felt the effect of the strike to 
a greater extent than either the At- 
lanticor gulf coasts, and that San 
Francisco was the hardest hit of all 
the ports. 

Shipping boards records, officials 
said today, showed that sailings of 
government-owned merchant craft 
during the first two Weeks of May 
were practically normal. During the 
first half .of the month, officials 
said, between 90 and 100 shipping 
board vessels cleared from Ameri- 
can ports, compared with approxi- 
mately 89 during the first two weeks 
of April. +d

SUITS EXPECTED 
AGAINST OL TAK 


Several Large Concerns 


Are Planning to Join 
Hands With Texas Oil 


Company in Litigation.

With the probability of legisla- 
tlon designed to impose a tax of 
one cent on each gallon of gas0- 
line and kerosine being introduced 
in. the general assembly this sum- 
mer, it became known Monday 
night that seweral large old con- 


cerns are planning to file suits, in 
conjunction with that of the Texas 
Oil company against the constitu- 
tionality of the state oil law, which 
would result ultimately in tying up 
a large portion of the funds derrvea 
from this source. 

Much attention was attracted by 
the suit filed against the state in 
1919 by the Texas Oil company, and 
as a result of this litigation ap- 
proximatély $75,000, derived from 
inspection fees, is being held by 
Marvin P. Roane, as trustee, until 
a decision is rendered on the appeal 
carried, by the corporation, to the 
United States supreme court. 

The Present Tax. 

A fee of one-half cent per gallon 
for inspection purposes is now in 
effect, and it is contended by the 
corporation that this sum is ex- 
cessive and serves to interfere With 
the intrastate commerce, the law, 
therefore, being unconstitutional. 
When tho case was argued in the 
United States circuit court, Judge 
Evans, Judge Sibley and Judge 
Clayton, Alabama, presiding, the 
oil concern lost, and immediately 
appealed to the supreme court. 

This court has set the hearings 
for Uctober 10, and Lrewster, How- 
ell and Hyman, attorneys of this 
city and 6Ppecial counsel for the 
State, will appear in opposition to 
the appeal. 

Foliowing the announcement that 
Governor-elect Thomas W. Hard- 
wick was considering the imposi- 
tion of the gasoline tax as a meas- 
ure tu add to the state’s revenue, 
it is understood, several large ol: 
concerns with offices in Atlanta 
took steps immediately toward wag- 
ing a strong fight against the con- 
Stitutionality o!t the present oil-law 
and the new legislation, should it 
be enacted. 

Will File Suits. 


Their plans, it is said, are to file 
suits in conjunction with that or 
the Texas Oil company, making the 
additional contention that gasoline 
and kKerosine are necessities and 
should not be taxed as luxuries. 
The names of the concerns have not 
been made publi«g, 

The suit of the Texas Oil company 
against the state is considered one 
of the Most serious filed in a num- 
ber of years, owing to the fact the 
treasury receives a large sum each 
year from the inspection fees. In 
1920, according to the treasurer’s 
report, $383,261.87 was paid into the 
treasury. This sum is clear of al] 
expenses, with the exception 6f 
$7,108.08, and $1,550 appropriatea 
rf OF ne legislature but not paid in 


State Inspector Roane directed 
the state’s case in the hearing be- 
fore the lower court, and following 
the decision was appointed trustee 
of the fund derived from inspection 
of the Texas Oil company products. 
Add to the 1920 revenue paid into 
the treasury, the $60,000 of the 
Texas Oi] company’e inspection fees 
held in abeyance, and the total sum 
of the year will be approximately 
$143,000. 

Fand Will Revert. 


Should the supreme court decide 
in favor of the corporation, the $60,- 
000 fund will revert to it. Shouse 
the state win, the money will be 
placed in the treasury. In the event 
the decision is adverse to the state, 
all of its special taxes will be 
placed in danger of being declared 
unconstitutional, as all operate

NON-UNION MINERS 
FAVE FIGHT AREA, 
OFFICIAL REPORTS 


Union Organizer Denies 
Alleged Order by United 
Mine Workers That 
Men Leave. 


WITH TROOPS ON SPOT, 
SHOOTING DIES DOWN 


Washington Refuses to 
Put Martial Law Into Ef- 
fect Or to Send U. S. 
Troops at Present. 


Williamson, W. Va., May 16.—For- 
ty non-union miners employed by 
the Stone Mountain Coal corpora- 
tion at Matewan, W. Va., began to 
move from the district today, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Smith. 
He said the miners had béén order- 
ed to leave by supporters of the 
United Mine workers. Robert Gil- 
more, national organizer of the un- 
ion, denied any such orders had 
been issued with union sanction. 

“This is a false report, put out 
by enemies of the union for the 
purpose of bringing about federal 
intervention,” Mr. Gilmore said. “We 
don’t believe the trouble here can 
be settled with guns. It can be 
settled only around a conference ta- 
ble.” 

Superintendent Smith’s report to 
Captain Brockus, of the state po- 
lice, stated: 

Threat to Kill. 

“The men were told that every 
non-union miner found in the vi- 
cinity this evening would be killed. 
We are making no effort to per- 
suade the men to remain, particu- 
larly in view of the fact that next 
Thursday is the anniversary of the 
Matewan battle, and we don’t want 
to do anything to stir up trouble.” 

Ten persons, including the mayor 
of Matewan and seven Baldwin- 
Felts detectives were killed in the 
Matewan gunfight last May. 

No authentic reports of shooting 
at any part of the trouble zone had 
reached the office of the state po- 
lice or the sheriff this morning. Un- 
confirmed reports received at the 
office of the Williamson Coal Op- 
erators’ association stated, how- 
ever, that Gates and Sycamore, min- 
ing villages on the fighting front, 
had» been fired upon. Kentucky 
guardsmen reported their side of 
the border quiet. 

There was heavy firing on Mer- 
rimas, W. Va., last night from both 
the Kentucky and Wes Virginia 
mountains, according to reports re- 
ceived at state police headquarters. 
The firing, however, lasted less than 
an hour. None was reported in- 
jured. 

Troops Comb Woods. 

Captain Brockus obtained war- 
rants this afternoon charging with 
felonious assult William Damron, 
who, he said, was secretary of the 
United Mine Workers local at Nau- 
gatuck, and two other men who are 
allegéd to have beaten severely two 
non-union miners near there last 
night. 

Kentucky militiamen, recently, ar- 
rived in.the Williamson fighting 
zone, have started combing the 
wooded mountain sections, and al- 
ready have arrested five men, ac- 
cording to reports reaching Sheriff 
Pinson’s office today. The men were 
taken to Pikeville, Ky., the reports 
stated. 

For the present, it was said, the 
militiamen will devote their efforts 
to apprehending those who have 
been engaged in the fighting and 
will also make an effort to locate 
the basis of supplies from which 
point distribution of arms and am- 
munition has been made, according 
to officials here. 

Little firing was reported this 
morning along the battle line be- 
tween McCarr, Ky. and Rawl, 
W. Va. 

FEDERAL TROOPS 
DEEMED UNNECESSARY. 

Washington, May 16. — Federal 
troops are not needed at this time 
in the strike district along the 
West Virginia-Kentucky border, the 
war department announced late to- 
day upon the basis of reports re- 
ceived from Major Thompson, a 
staff officer sent into the district for 
purposes of observation. 

Major Thompson reported to Ma- 
jor General Read, his commanding of- 
ficer at Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
Indiana, that conditions in Ken- 
tucky were not at all bad and that 
Governor Morrow, of that state, had 
the situation well in hand. In West 
Virginia, he said, conditions were 
improved and required no federal 


forces.

Divorce Theater 
Owners and Film 
Producers, Plan 


Expert Urges No Contracts 
Be Made Until Pictures 
Are Made.

Washington, May 16.—Owners of 
motion picture theaters in the 
United States, fearing a wave of 
censorship which they say has struck 
the country, have fastened the blame 
on the producer and will demand 
that he raise the tone of his product. 

By attacking the problem at its 
source, the theater men, describing 
themselves as the real sufferers, will 
Seek to remedy the situation and 
check the censorship movement. 

These are the decisions reached by 
the executive committee 6f the Mo- 
tion Picture Theater Ownersof Amer- 
ica, in convention here. Forty-eight 
of these theater operators, presi- 
dents of their state organizations 
and representing 17,000 owners of 
movie houses, will adopt a resolu- 
tion Tuesday declaring their oppo- 
— to any type of censorship. 
They admit that “some pictures 
shown in some houses” are open to 
criticism, but assert the exhibitors 
themselves can best correct the evils 
by a united effort directed at the 
producers. 


To Name Committees, 


A committee will be appointed to 
notify the producers that the only 
way to avoid censorship is to stop 
the production of all objectionable 
pictures. The theater owners will 
demand, at the same time, that the 
producers supply them with a synop- 
sis of a picture before a contract for 
the film is signed. 

Francis Holley, director of the 
bureau of commercial ecomonics, ad- 
dressed the movie men Monday. 

“The theater owners can elimi- 
nate all objectionable matter,” he 
said, “if it is left to their discretion 
and they are divorced from the As- 
sociation of Motion Picture Produc- 
ers. The exhibitors are forced to 
buy a picture under contract long 
before it is produced. How do they 
know what they are going to get for 
their money? 


Wait Till Produced. 


“There should not be any such 
contractual relation between exhib- 
itor and producer. If the producer 
has a good film it is up to him to 
finance that picture until it is ready 
for delivery and not obligate any 
exhibitor to buy something of which 
he has no knowledge, based only on 
the reputation of the producer or 
one of his stars.” 

After making their plea to the 


bent films, the theater men plan to 
organize a campaign in every state 
to ward off the establishment of cen- 
sor boards by state legislatures. 
Attacking the evils of censorship, 
one theater owner complainede 
Objects to “Funerals.” 


“Out in Kansas there’s a woman 
on the censoring board. A relative 
of hers died lately, causing great 
grief in the family, and now the een- 
sor lady objects to funeral scenes in 
the movies.” : 

The movie screen, it was contend- 
ed, is entitled to the same freedom 
as the press, 

On the theory that a “great con- 
stitutional question” was involved in 
attempts at movie censorship, it was 
suggested that a test case be made 
and carried to the supreme court for 
decision.

Washington, May 16.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The United 
States eupreme court rendered two 
decisions today of paramount na- 
tional importance, one of which or- 
iginated in the courts of Georgia, 
and both of which are of peculiar 
interest to the south. In both 
cases the government of the United 
States was interested party. It lost 
in one and won in the other. 

The firet decision was in the cele- 
brated “Par Clearance Case,” in 
which a number of Georgia state 
banks that are not members of the 
federal reserve system sought to 
enjoin the Federal Reserve bank, of 
Atlanta, from taking steps to force 
collection of checks drawn on such 
non-member banks “except through 
the usual and ordinary channels,” 
the federal reserve banks claiming 
in its answer, one of the principal 
purposes of the Feferal Reserve 
‘act being to establish par collection 
of checks throughout the country. 

Decrees of Georgia courts sus- 
tained the claim of the Federal Re- 
serve bank and the decision of the 
supreme court today, rendered on 
an appeal, reversed such decrees, 
and thus declared in effect that fed- 
eral reserve banks have not the 
right to insist on par collection of 
checks draw on non-member banks. 

- Atjantians in Case. 

This cgzSe was recently argued by 
Randolph and Parker, of Atlanta, 
for the mon-member banks.

Victory For Government. 

The other decision today was a 
victory for the government and in- 
volves ‘hundreds of millions of dole 
lars of revenue to the treasury. It 
sustained the gqyernment’s conten- 
tion that incre®Bed value of any 
capital asset must be considered in 
corporation profits. when taxes are 
computed. 

The court’s decision was given in 
the appeal of LaBelle Iron works 
from a ruling of the treasury that 
ore lands purchased for $190,000 in 
1904 must be returned in the 1917 
report at $10,000,000 and a profits 
tax paid on the difference. ‘Ine 
opinion sustained this ruling. 

This decision is of tremendous in- 
terest in Georgia and Florida par- 
ticularly because of the large land 
and timber syndicates in these states 
that hold enormous acreages 
bought years ago at nominal figures 
and held today at enormous valu- 
ation. And it is equally as impor- 
tant, on smaller individual scales, 
to all business and fee holding in- 
terests in sections of enhancing 
valuations. 

Story of Cause.

State banks ot Georgia in conjunc- 
tion with the American Bank and 
Trust company of Atlanta. The 
plaintiffs insisted throughout the 
case, however, that behind this is- 
Sue was an attempt of the federal 
reserve institution to compel them 
to join the reserve‘system. 

An injunction was sought to re- 
Strain the Atlanta reserve bank 
from collecting non-member checks 
in any manner “except through the 
usual and ordinary channels 
through correspondent banks and 
clearing houses.” It was. denied, 
and the case brought an appeal to 
the supreme court, 

Charge Campaign. 


Counsel charged that carefully 
planned campaign had been decided 
upon by the Atlanta Reserve bank 
and that the very existence of the 
State banks was threatened. Checks 
drawn against them were to be 
held until a large amount had ac- 
cumulated, it was asserted ,and then 
a sudden demand made for the en- 
tire amount “over the counter,” or 
such checks in large amounts were 
to be sent through the local post- 
master for collection without notice, 
all for the one purpose of embar- 
rassing the “hold-outs” from the 
reserve system. 

The Atlanta Reserve bank denied 
that it intended any illegal gct. The 
federal reserve act prohibited the 
payment of any collection charges, 
it averred, and left it with no al- 
ternative except to proceed in the 
manner complained of by the non- 
member banks. A further defense 
was offered in the fact that univer- 
Sal par collection of checks would 
result in the annual saving of more 
than $70,000,000 to the public. 

The case constituted the (first 
concerted attack upon the reserve 
act, was argued in April 1921. 


The “par clearance” decision is of 
Peculiar interest in Atlanta, inas- 
much as it has been largely through 
the efforts of an Atlanta man, L. 
Adams, secretary of the Bankers’

London, May 16.—There are indi- 
eations that “explanations” by 
Great Britain and France that nei- 
ther party to the Silesian contro- 
versy meant eactly what they said 
in the heated exchanges of the past 
week-end, will end the crisis and 
restore entente harmony, and that 
Lloyd-George and Briand may 
patch up the difficulty without re- 
sorting to warlike threats or ma- 
neuvers in eastern Europe. 

Three-outstanding features of the 
news which lead to this belief are 
as follows: 

1. Germany, although perhaps 
given Great Britain's sanction for 
entering Silesia with her armed 
forces and driving the Poles out, 
has thus far shown no desire to ac- 
cept the implied invitation and is 
therefore giving France no cause to 
put her threat into effect. 

Willing to Meet Briton. 

®. Briand, it has become known, 
is willing to meet Lloyd-George and 
talk over the situation with him— 
which he had refused to do in the 
heat of the controversy. French in- 
dignation, or at least the firsfanti- 
British outburst, has become less 
pronounced. 

3. Members of the Britishy foreign 
office and newspaper mepts at- 
tach a far less serious meaning to 
Ltoyd-George’s original speech in 
the house of commons than that 
which was accepted in France, and 
deciare that the situation is “great- 
ly exaggerated.” 

The tendency to get together, 
therefore, is becoming marked.

Ap- 
proximately 650 teachers were pres- 
ent. 

A committe was authorized to ap- 
pear before the board of education 
and city council to ask that the 
teachers be given.assurance by June 
3 that there will be no reduction in 
salaries.

New York, May 16.—‘Eamonn De 
Valera and his Irish republican col- 
leagues are ready to discuss peace 
with Premier Lloyd-George of Eng- 
land, now that the people of Ire- 
land have clearly demonstrated 
their will,” it was declared here to- 
day by Harry Boland, representative 
of the “Irish republicY. in America. 
The Irish leaders will name their 
conditions of peace when they meet 
the British government representa- 
tives, he added. “If there is any 
truth in the statement published in 
the Freeman’s Journal of Dublin to- 
day that Lloyd-George is prepared 
to meet De Valera without condi- 
tions, De Valera is in position to 
deal with the matter,” Mr. Boland 
said. “He is in close touch with his 
cabinet, and they enjoy the confi- 
dence of the people.”

Liewelyn Park, N. J.. May 16.— 
The people who have been calling 
Thomas A. Edison a mental XYZ 
because of his tests to determine the 
erudition of college men are XYZ 
themselves. XYZ is the “flunk” de- 
gree in the electrical wizard’s scale 
of scholastic grading. 

Edison made this retort to his 
critics Sunday, and then he an- 
nounced that he is going to copy- 
right the next list of questions now 
being prepared. He also suggested 
that the college professors who have 


said his tests were too severe might 
get up some questions which they 
think college men might be able to 
answer and send them to him. 

“College professors have me 
wrong,” said Edison. “I do believe 
college men are good, and it is the 
college men that I am after. What 
surprises me, though, is the small 
number of men who can answer sim- 
Ple questions. Even some of the 
writers of newspaper editorials do 
not understand the problem. They 
are XYZ. * 

“Some college professorsS~do not 
believe my questionnaire contains 
the type of questions a college man 
would answer readily. [ have asked 
nothing that is not in their books. 
About 500 applicants answered my 
questions, but the surprising part is 
that only 7 per cent were class A 
men. To the workers and those who 
study, go the prizes. They say my 
questions were poor, but the men l 
obtained are functioning. There are 
no intermediate grades. There are 
A, B, C men, and, then come the 
XYZ’s. 

“Fifty per cent of those who an- 


‘swered the questionnaire said Tal- 


lahassee was in Tennessee. A good 
man would answer, ‘I do not know’ 
to some of the questions, and others 
would guess.”

WOULD HELP SALE 
OF CROPS ABROAD 


Nebraska Senator - Pre- 
pares Bill to Create Ag- 
ricultural Foreign Trade 
Finance Corporation. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, May 16.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Senator 
Norris, of Nebraska, has prepared a 
bill creating an agricultural for- 
eign trade financing corporation, 
with a capital stock of $50,000,000. 
The corporation will be designed 
to finance the sale of surplus crops 
abroad, just as the McHugh corpo- 
ration, recently formed in New 
York, will care for foreign sales of 
industrial material. Carl Vrooman, 
former assistant secretary of agri- 
culture, who has done a great deal 
of work on the bill, says that the 
idea has been enthusiastically re- 
ceived by members of conzress, 
bankers and government officials. 
Capital for the corporation would 
be advanced by the government 
from the profits of the United 
States Grain corporation, and there 
would be an authorization under 
the bill to issue and sell debentures 
up to $500,000,000. Loans would be 
granted to farmers on long-term 
credits, so that their crops could be 
sent to foreign markets. The farm- 
ers in tyrn would be required to 
purchase from the corporation capi- 
tal stock to the amount of 10 per 
cent of the value of their exporis. 
“At present,” said Mr. Vrooman, 
“there is a surplus of 7,000,000 bales 
of cotton, 400,000,000 bushels’ of 
corn and 230,000,000 bushels of oats. 
Prices have gone down below the 
cost of production. Many farmers 
will be bankrupt by the end of the 
year if the condition continues. To- 
day the market is stagnated, and 
there is a loss of more than $59,- 
000,000 every week. An agricul- 
tural financing corporation would 
solve this situation and the market 
would start upward. . 
“There would not be a cent of cost 
to the taxpayers, for the money to 
start the corporation is already 
available, in the profits from the 
grain corporation. The idea of aid- 
ing the farmers to finance the crops 
for foreign sale is not a new one, 
for it has already been applied in 
the industrial field, and in the cot- 
ton market. But the idea of a for- 
eign finance corporation organized 
to handle solely farm products Is 
new.”

ASK AMENDMENTS 
10 HELP SCHOOLS 


Launching a fight to sever the 
school department from council- 
manic control, Councilman Claude 
Ashley introduced in city council 
Monday afternoon, a resolution in 
which was embodied the charter 
amendment provisions to remove 
the mayor and council from mem- 
bership on the board of education; 
give the aeneres not less than 30 per 
cent of the city’s revenue and in 
addition the state school fund, non- 
resident tuition fees and the power 
to borrow money; and to make wo- 
men eligible to membership on the 
board. 

The measure was referred to the 
charter revision committee, as a 
council rule requires, and the pub- 
lic will be given an opportunity to 
speak at a public hearing. 

In a brief speech Councilman Ash- 
ley declared that in presenting the 
resolution it was not-his intention 
to reflect on anybody connected with 
the school board. “I am fond of 
Jim Kéy,” he said, “but he will do 
things I wouldn't do and I will do 
he wouldn't.” The report 
that he had started the separation 
movement as an aftermath of the 
method used in ousting Superin- 
tendent of Schools W. F. Dykes, the 
councilman stated was incorrect. He 
said that he had planned his resolu- 
tion three weeks ago and was hold- 
ing it up pendingéthe election of a 
superintendent in order that there 
might be no appearance of politics 
in his fight. 

At present the gchool department 
receives 22 per cent of the city’s cur- 
rent revenue, which includes” the 
state school fund and the non-resi- 
dent tuition fees, although 
board claims exclusive right to the 
state fund and non-resident fees. 

This year the schools will receive 
approximately $1,600,000 from the 
city. This sum would be increased 
to about $2,000,009, if Mr. Ashlev’s 
proposed amendment passes “the 
legislature.

‘People are simply not using the 
railroads any more than it is abso- 
lutely necessary to use them; and 
the railroads suffer in consequence. 

The other day a little railroad in 
South Carolina established a 
unique record by going before the 
state railroad commission and ask- 
ing that it be allowed to reduce its 
rates, on the grounds that it could 
earn more revenue by operating on 
a lower rate basis. 

The same principle applies to the 
big roads; and it would not be at 
all surprising to see the major 
lines and systems m«niting in a 
movement to stimulate traffic 
through the instrumentality of low- 
er rates. 

It is absolutely essential that the 
expense of railroad operation— 
whether due to managerial waste 
or to high wages paid to labor, or 
to conditions over which the man- 
agement has no control, or to all 
three causes combined, must be 
reduced! 

The investigation of the inter- 
state commerce committee of the 
senate along this line will be fol- 
lowed with interest by the public. 

The crying demand back of the 
whole situation, so far as the 
public is concerned, is for a reduc- 
tion In rates, for unquestionably 
the existing rates are levying upon 
the people a toll which is having a 
depressing effect upon all lines of 
business; and until this readjust- 
ment is affected it will be impos- 
sible for the country to make a real] 
start toward normal business con- 
ditions. 

If the investigation of the senate 
interstate commerce committee is 
carefully, conscientiously and sci- 
entifically directed its conclusion 
will go a long way toward the solu- 
tion of what undoubtedly is the 
mest perplexing business problem 
that confronts the country. 


A NOTABLE CONTRAST. 
What a contrast between the 
spirit manifested by the Savannah 
dairyman, who has slaughtered his 
entire herd of dairy cows, valued 
at $45,000, in order to safeguard his 
patrons against tubercular milk, 
and that which prompts the dyna- 
miting of dipping vats! 

Inspectors found some of the 
cows of the J. S. Wansley dairy, 


on account of the ravages of that 


Savannah, to be infected with 
tuberculosis; and immediately the 
proprietor of the dairy ordered the 
entire herd, 120 cows, some of 
them worth $600 apiece, put to 
death and their carcasses de- 
stroyed. 

The law did not compel him to 
do that. He was required to de- 
stroy only the cows known to be 
infested; but to make sure that no 
diseased cow should escape, per- 
haps to contaminate other cows 
and transmit tuberculosis infection 
to the public, he moved in a big, 
public-spirited and patriotic way, 
and sacrificed the whole herd. 

In other parts of Georgia the 
heaith of the community is men- 
aced by milk and meat infection 
originating in the Texas fever cat- 
tle tick; and thousands of dollars 
are annually being lost by farmers 


est. 

Government investigators have 
demonstrated that the tick can be 
entirely eradicated by the dipping 
of infected cattle in a scientifically 
prepared arsenical solution, and 
law has been enacted requiring 
that all cattle in areas of infesta- 
tion be dipped in accordance with 
the demonstrated and proven ee 
quirements. 

And yet, knowing that the tick 
is a menace to public health, that 
it is sapping Georgia of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually, 
that its whole tendency is to re- 
tard the development of the in- 
festated community physically, in- 
dustrially and commercially, and 
knowing, too, that its cae 
eradication can be accomplished 
through the medium of the dipping 
vat, there are men in Georgia—but 
a small minority, it is true—who 
persist in blowing up vats. 

Their weapon is dynamite, and 
invariably they commit their 
depredations clandestinely under

educational influence, Therefore, 
the junior division is interested in 
extending the advantages of sane 
and practical advice, scientific 
placement and careful supervision to 
every young wage earner. The in- 
stallation of such high-grade serv- 
ice necessitates a personal which is 
familiar with business practice and 
understands how to interpretate in 
terms of training and employee re- 
sponsibility. Work experience and 
junior placement problems must be 
approached and _ interpreted 
the theoretical — Practical rather 
than from the theoratical sentiment- 
al point of view. 
Need Employment, 

According to the last census, ap- 
proximately 48° per cent af the 
youth of this country between 14 
and 21 years of age were either 
in school or doing nothing, and ap- 
proximately 52 per cent were em- 
ployed with more or less regularity. 
Ti.c junior division hopes to serve 
the 48 per cent of the future work- 
ers indirectily through the assist- 
ance which it offers schools, but its 
greatest immediate responsibility, is 
to serve the 52 per cent who have 
no other public assistance to be- 
come stable, satisfied and efficient 
workers. 

Attention is called to the fact 
tha:, as a rule, financial support for 
p blie education is apportioned ac- 
cording to the number of bovs and 
girls under 21 years of age. Money 
So apportioned is expended entirely 
fo: the benefit of the less than 48 
per cent of boys and girls who at- 
tend schools and no part of this 
public fund is utilized for assisting 
the 52 per cent, either to find them- 
selves in industry. or to afford them 
employment supervision after they 
hav. attempted to find their own 
positions. 

Its methods involve the use ofall 
available school knowledge as to 
th. ability and interest of every ap- 
nlicant, the combination of this an- 
plicant knowledge with knowledge 
of the demands of various positions 
and definite systematic employment 
supervision which seeks to answer 
one main question—what further 
developmental capacity has this boy, 
correspondence course, etc.?

SPEAKING OF MUSCLE. 
The public in general has a fancy 
that hypertrophied or enlarged mus- 


cles signify good health. People of- 
ten express surprise that someone 
of exceptional muscular strength or 
athletic prowess has been stricken 
down with illness. As a matter of 
fact, an individual’s muscular de- 
velopment has no more to do with 
his resistance or immunity to dis- 
ease than the color of his cheeKs 
has to do with the richness of his 
blood. Many an _ individual with 
ruddy cheeks is anemic, and many 
an athletic young person suffers 


some premature breakdown, A rea- | 


sonable amount of general exercise 
is essential for good health. Most 
people in comfortable circumstances 
suffer for want of sufficient daily 
exercise. A little too much exercise, 
causing hypertrophy or overgrowth 
of some or all of the muscles, is a 
serious drain on vital energy—the 
unnecessarily large muscles sap the 
individual’s energies, and that ex- 
plains why physical culture freaks 
never win any races or break any 


records. 

It would take a pretty efficient 
little muscle to lift a ton of coal 
to a height of 122 feet every day. 
Yet you and I have a muscle that 
does that amount of work every day 


and often two or three times as 
much work in a day. It is the heart | 
musele. | 

With a normal blood pressure the 
heart pumps not less than 21-2! 
munces of blood at each heat 
(amounting to 7 1-2 tons in the day) 
to an equivalent of 122 feet high. 
With a blood pressure somewhat 
above the normal, the work the 
heart does is greatly increased. In 
like manner a severe and prolong- 
ed muscular effort throws a heavy 
strain on the heart. A football con- 
test, for exeample, is a strain much 
too great for the heart of a grow- 
ing youth. High-school football is 
2n unfortunate imitation of college 
ways, and many a lad suffers a 
heart strain that handicaps his 
whole future, not only by reason of 
his youthful undevelopment, but he- 
cause of his poor training. Boxing 
might well take the place of foot- 
ball in high-school athletics. Foot- 
ball is a man’s game. 

The paramount problem in every 
case of heart disease or “heart 
trouble” is the careful estimation of 
the .fficiency of the heart muscle 
and the application of just the 
proper measures to increase that f- 
ficiency without embarrassment to 


culation., This is the only secret of 
the success of some physicians in 
treating heart disease (there are no 
heart specialists in this country). 
The alm and object of all treatment 
—rest or graded exercise, diet, 
drugs, baths, correction of errors of 
hygiene, and the like—is to develop 
the greatest possible efficiency tn 
the handicapped heart. There is "o 
specific treatment for impairment 
of the heart muscle. But intelligent 
treatment, nevertheless, accom- 
plishes marvels.

M. L. Brittain, state superintendent 
of education, took occasion to state 
that it is a mistake, even ridicu- 
lous, to allow the college here “to 
continue attempting to duplicate 
college or university work.” lie 
further illustrates his meaning by 
telling the time-worn “model story” 
—the point being that a “mode! is 
a small imitation of the real thing.” 
He deleted this story from his print- 
ed speech. 

While our faculty accord to Dr. 
Brittain the right to make any rece- 


ommendation he conscientiously be- 
lieves to be for the best educational 
interest of the state with reference 
to the North Georgia Agricultural 
college, yet they—the members of 
our faculty—feel that the above 
personal reference (to the college), 
published throughout the state and 
unexplained, constitute a gratu.- 
tous slur on the college work done 
at Dahlonega which, to say the least 
of it, is extremely unfortunate, un- 
kind and unfair. Yet, it is hard 
to harmonize this conclusion with 
the high esteem, amounting to ade 
miration in many cases, with which 
our faculty held Mr. Brittain. They 
don’t censure him for planning ane 
other Normal school forthe teachers 
of Georgia and naming Dahlonega 
in connection therewith, but for the 
unfortunate reference that can only 
be construed throughout the state 
as reflecting on the work done here. 

That the college has its weak 
places and hasn't the best labora- 
tory equipment is a matter of sin- 
cere regret to us, yet she points 
with pardonable pride to her illus- 
trious sons and daughters who have 
gone out from her doors since 1878 
to honor their alma mater by effi- 
cient service to fellow beings and 
to their country. After all it is 
not entirely magnificently equipped 
laboratories, swelling endowments, 
and lavish appropriations that alone 
determine meritorious work, but the 
product itself—will it stand the 
test? Are the boys and girls who 
go from its doors equipped for 
life’s battles? These are consider- 
ations after al) that colleges must 
fall back on and in this respece 
ola N. G. A. C. is not poor. Her 
merit comes not because she hasn't 
had wealth and equipment, but bee 
cause she has been able to, in spite 
of her poverty, put the stamp of 
character and success on her stu- 
dents without big appropriations 
and well equipped laboratories, 

She invites you, Georgians, toe 
take note of her product, her more 
than 300 graduates. her more than 
4,000 boys and girls who received 
a part or all of their education 
within her walls and then pass 
judgment whether she is not com- 
ing up to the standard demanded 
by grand old Georgia. You will 
find these in legislative halls, among 
college faculties, .on the judge's 
bench, among the legal] profession, 
leaders in business, officers high up 
in the army, in the navy. mining 
engineers, officers of trust and hone

NEGRO WHO SHOT 
COWETA OFFICER 
BURIED AT NEWNAN 


Newnan, Ga., May 16.—(Speciai.) 
Ralsia Ross, the negro who on 
Wednesday mortally wounded Dep- 
uty Sheriff J. A. Kempeson, of Cow- 
eta county, and who was on Sat- 
urday afternoon killed while resist- 
ing arrest twenty-five miles from 
the scene of the _ shooting, was 
buried Sunday morning, at the 
county farm here. After being 
brought into Newnan Saturday af- 
ternoon, the negro’s body was at 
once locked in a cell in the coynty 
jail by the sheriff. The body re- 
mained there until Sunday morning, 
when it was placed in a coffin and 
buried with appropriate ceremonies 
at the county farm. 

The negro was killed with a shot 
gun by one of three men who came 
upon him about eight miles from 
Newnan, and twentyrfive miles from 
the shooting of the deputy. Upon 
seeing the three men approach, the 
negro fired three shots at them with 
his pistol. The man with the slfotr 
gun fired once, killing the negro. 

Ross shot Deputy Sheriff J. A. 
Kempson on Wednesday, as the 
officer was attempting to arrest 
him on a warrant charging theft. 
After the officer had fallen to the 
ground, the negro took the depu- 
tv’s pistol from him, and shot him 
four times more with his own wea- 
pon. Deputy Kempson, who died 
at 1 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
leaves a wife and three children. 
He was thirty-five years old.

White Plague’s End 
Is Matter of Time 
Only, Says Doctor 


Boston, May 1%5.—Medical science 
has tuberculosis on the run. 

The dreaded ‘‘white plague” will 
before long be classed among the 
“vanishing diseases,” such as ty- 
phoid fever, smallpox, typhus and 
Diphtheria. 

That is what Pr. George G. Sears, 
president emeritus of the Harvard 
medical school and one of Amer- 
ica’s foremost physicians, had to 
say about the results of science’s 
fight against tuberculosis, in an 
interview Sunday. 

“I'll venture to say that the time 
is not far off when we shan’t worry 
about tuberculosis,” the venerable 
physician declared. “I believe it is 
guite within reason to say that we 
shall have it under control as well 
as we have smallpox. 

“We are learning more about 
tuberculosis all the time. The peo- 
ple too, are learning about it. The 
more we educate the people, the 
svoner we shall be able to stamp 
out the disease. People are quick 
to itearn. They have learned how 
to avoid @¢guberculosis. That, in 
itself, was a great victory. 

“We have proved that tuber- 
culosis is not heredity. Not many 
years from now it will cease to 
be a‘source of worfy. But in the 
meantime everybody must maintain’ 
strict vigilance and men of science 
must work incessantly.” 


CONTEMPT CHARGES 
CONSIDERED BY JONES 


Macon, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)— 
Contempt of court charges growing 
out of action by defendants in se- 
curing a court injunction from the 
Carroll superior court, which had the 
effect of preventing enforcement of 
an injunction issued by the Bibb 
superior court, were today taken 
under consideration by’ Judge Mal- 
colm D. Jones, of the ‘Bibb court 
here. The charges are against C. H. 
Stewart, president of the Bank of 
Carrollton; H. L. Kingsberry, cash- 
ier, and their attorneys, B. S. Boy- 
kin, F. C. Boykin and S. J. Boykin, 
of Carrollton. Judge Jones will an- 


mounce his decision on June 20. 


This is thought to be the first oc- 
ecasion in the history of the state 
upon which an injunction, secured 
to nullify another injunction, has 
brought about contempt charges. 
The case is being watched with much 
interest by attorneys throughout 
Georgia. 

The Bank of Carrollton had en- 
tered suit against the Equitable Life 
Assurance company, of New Yok, 
for $6,000, the amount of insurance 
carried by the late J. P. Westbrook, 
of Carrollton. The bank claimed that 
Mr. Westbrook had, prior to his 
death, transferred the insurance to 
the bank. 

Mrs. Westbrook, the widow, also 
entered suit against the company 
for the money, claiming that her 
husband had not turned his insur- 
ance to the bank, and that he was 
not indebted to that institution. 

The insurance company secured an 
injunction from Judge Jones, of the 
Bibb superior court, restraining Both 
Mrs. Westbrook and the Bank of 
Carrollton from continuing further 
in their suits, until Judge Jones 
could determine which was entitied 
to the money. The company, in its 
petition, said that it was willing to 
give the $6,000, and asked the courts 
to direct its attorneys whom to give 
it to. 

Before, the’ restraining order 
granted by Judge Jones came up 
for a hearing, the Bank of Carroll- 
ton secured from Judge F. A. Irwin, 
of Carroll superior court, a tem- 
porary order estaining the insuance 
company from carrying out the in- 
junction against the Bank of Car- 
rollton, granted by Judge Jones in 
Bibb county. It was after the in- 
junctéon had been granted in Car- 
roll superior court that the con- 
tempt charges were docketed against 
the officiajJs. of the bank and their 
attorneys. 


OPPOSE NOMINATION 
OF FEDERAL ATTORNEY 


Washington, May 16.—The noml- 
nation of Frank A. Linney, as fed- 
eral attorrrey for the western dis- 
trict of North Carolina, was op- 
posed today when taken up by the 
senate judiciary committee in 
executive session. Senators Borah, 
republican, Idaho, and Reed, demo- 
crat, Missouri, are understood to 
have opposed immediate committee 
approval and, upon their objections, 
the nomination was referred for in- 
quiry to a subcommittee, compris- 
ing Senators Ernst, republican, 
Kentucky; Cummins, republican, 
Iowa, and Overman, democrat, North 
Carolina. 

The committee, it was reported, 
has received letters opposing Mr. 
Linney in connection with obstacles 
alleged to have been raised against 
voting by negroes. Mr. Linney was 
republican state chairman and a 
personal associate of John H. 
Moorehead, national committeeman, 
and David H. Blair, whose con- 
firmation as internal revenue com- 
missioner has been held up by the 
fight of Senator Johnson, republi- 
can, California. Mr. Linney, with 
Mr. Blair, was a delegate to the 
Chicago national convention. 

Senator Johnson has not yet in- 
dicated whether he would broaden 
his fight against Mr. Blair to in- 
clude Mr. Linney.

— A 
forty per cent increase of salaries 
was granted today to the principal 
officers of the United Brethren 
church by delegates attending the 
church's 28th quadriennial confer- 
ence. 

Under the new salary scale. 
bishops will receive $4,500 annually 
and the secretaries of numerous 
boards and committees $3,300. 


SAYS CRISIS FACES. 
AMERICAN LABOR 


Albany, Ala., May 16.—Declaring 
that a crisis is upon American labor 
as a result of the so-called open 
shop movement, William L Har- 
rison, president, in his address at 
the opening session of the annuaal 
convention of the Alabama Federa- 
tion of Labor here today, called 
upon union men to stand by their 
guns unless they want to be hurled 
into “industrial slavery.” 

Every strike, large or small, local 
or national, “open shop advocates” 
with all the means they can muster, 
attempt to defeat the purposes of 
union men, the speaker said. 

The Alabama anti-picketing law 
was sharply condemned and its re- 
peal demanded by Mr. Harrison, who 
termed the statute a virtual anti- 
strike law. 

Ninety-nine out of every hundred 
miners who sought work after 
Governor Kilby’s recent award in 
the coal strike, were turned down 
flatly by the coal operators, Mr. 
Harrison stated. Owing to gen- 
eral industrial depression, he added, 
these miners are without employ- 
ment and destitution is prevalent. 


The speaker said that the great 
employing interests of the country 
are taking advantage of war's alt- 
ermath “to either destroy the stand- 
ards of labor to establish the open 
shop in industry.” 

Attacking the two-cent coal ton- 
nage tax of Alabama, Mr. Harrison 
said that it proved an incentive for 
“a business administration” to de- 
sire maximum tonnage in order that 
revenue to the state might accrue 
and served to bring undue pressure 
from state officials to keep mines 
open and upon a full production 
basis. 

The speaker declared that the 
coal operators during the recent 
Strike employed “hundreds of gun- 


fen” and that the military @id alk 
striking| 


possible “to crush the 
miners.” 

He said that the climax to 
antagonistic attitude of the _ sol- 
diers’’ came on January 12 when 
William Baird, a miner, was alleged 
to have been taken from. the 
Walker county jail and lynched by 
national guardsmen, who are now 
under indictment. 

“This was the brand of law and 
order these agents of the state ex- 
hibited in the strike district,” con- 
cluded the speaker.

The body of William Scarborough, 
a wealthy recluse of Americus, who 
was at a late hour Saturday night 
brained in his store here, was buried 
today in Oakgrove cemetery. So 
far as can be ascertained, no clue 
to the identity of his assailant has 
heen found by officers. Robbery 
iS believed to have been the motive 
of the crime. The circumstances 
under which Mr. Scarborough met 
his death are shrouded in mystery. 

Americus is thoroughly aroused 
over the crime, which ts the gen- 
eral topic of conversation upon the 
streets. The officers investigating 
the case today stated that they have 
found reason to believe that Mr. 
Scarborough made a fight for his 
life before being brained inside the 
store. . W. Fullbright and Lu- 
cille Brown, witnesses who testified 


1» before the coroner’s jury, Stated 
that late Saturday they heard five 
shots in the vicinity of the store. 
A number of empty shells were 
Monday picked up just inside the 
back door of the Scarborough store. 

It is stated that some diamonds 
which he had on his premises are 
missing. Several days ago le. Scar- 
borough announced his intention of 
removing some diamonds from a 
bank and having them set with a 
view to selling them. No thorough 
search of' the premises had been 
made up to Monday afternoon, how- 
ever, as the authorities had decided 
to wait until] after the funeraj be- 
fore making any definite effort to 
locate the diamonds, believed to be 
missing, and the value of which 
cannot be correctly estimate?l. 

Investigation into the value of 
Scarborough’s estate and its dis- 
position among his heirs indicates 
that he was worth between $40.000 
and $50,000. A large _ proportion 
of this sum was in liquid securities, 
diamonds and cash. So far as could 
be learned, he left no will.

Prohi Amendment 
Constitutional, 


Is Court Ruling 


Washington, May 16.—The re- 
quirement that the prohibition 
amendment be ratified within seven 
years by three-fourths of the states, 
dees not invalidate the entire meas- 
ure, the supreme court today ruled. 

The decision was given in the 
appeal of J. J. Dillon, of San Fran- 
cisco, from decisions in 1lOwer 
courts refusing his petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground 
that the limitation made the 
amendment invalid. 

Dillon was arrested while trans- 
porting a case of wine to the home 
of its owner. His counsel asserted 
that sections of the amendment, 
originally proposed by Senator Har- 
ding, placed a limitation on the ac- 
tion of the state legislatures, and 
therefore, unconstitutional. 

“We find that proposal and rati- 
fication of an amendment are treat- 
ed as succeeding acts In a common 
endeavor,” the opinion sald, and
